MOSCOW PROPAGANDA 


Mr. DILLON said the Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, who had boundless infor- 
mation from the’ British Foreign Office, 
and from his Minister in Spain, sat silent 
and would not. give it to the House, and 
it was difficult to talk moderately about 
the subject. ‘It was well-known that the 
propaganda issued on the Spanish question 
carried the implication that the gallant 
democrats in Valencia were fighting the 
cause of the Spanish people and beating 
off the attacks of a junta aided by foreign 
subsidised military insurgents. His sub- 
mission was that the proposal to prevent 
ntervention in Spait was to prevent 
contraband of war reaching either side, 
but Moscow was deliberately spreading the 
rumour in every part, of the world that the 
necessity for non+intervention precautions 
of the kind that were being enforced arose 
from the fact that there was a military 
junta bringing in fóreipn aid to crush the 
Spanish people. It was the duty of our 
Minister for Foreign Affairs to appear in 
the House and tell them that he did not 
attach any importance to these rumours 
of foreign aid to France. The Minister's 
silence was lending colour to that sugges- 
tion. i 

Were thev, he asked, to leave themselves 
by their silence open to the charge that 
foreign arms were going to Franco and not 
to the other side? The supervision for which 
they were paying should be directed against 
all parties, but primary vigilance ought to be 
placed on those who first started the trouble 
and consequently should be concentrated on 
the agents of the Third Internationale. He 
had no doubt that ships from Russia were 
carrying large quantities of propaganda ad- 
vocating the perpetration of outrages and 
assassination, and steps ought to be taken 
to put an end to it. If the Government had 
not so interpreted the schedule contained in 
the bill the class of stuff they should seek 
n to prevent being sent into Spain was 
propaganda, the most deadly ammunition of 
all. They readily acknowledged that the 
Government of Burgos had received help 
from outside Spain, but they maintained that 
this had been rendered neeessary by Russian 
intervention. Stop, the influx from Russia 
and the Spanish people supporting Franco, 
alone and unaided, would do ther work. 


SPENDING THE MONEY 

Mr. COBURN (U.I., Louth) asked how 
this £8,000 was to be spent. Their worthy 
President was not there to give them any 
information. Perhaps he thought the matter 
too small and it was not worth his while to 
tell the Irish people to what purpose the 
money was to be devoted. He asked how 
many representatives the Free State would 
have on the International Committee and 
what were the qualifications: for appointment; 
what were the rates of pay. and would it be 
necessary to have a knowledge of Irish and 
Spanish. It was rumoured, he said, that 
certain aspirants in the Fianna Fail Party 
as candidates in the coming election were 
told that if they did not go forward they 
would get a job on this International Com- 
mittee. That meant that part of this £8,000 
was to be used as hush money by Fianna 
Fail in the coming elections, and that these 
men would receive a cheque for a couple ot 
hundred pounds as the price of silencing them 
during the coming elections. 

The MINISTER (Mr. Lemass) said that 
the estimate was purely formal in connection 
with their decision on a  non-intervention 
policy in Spain, The expenditure on the 
observation scheme was likely to be con- 
siderable, but the Free State's contribution 
was very small. There was no proposal at 
present for the actual control of shipment of 
armaments or volunteers to Spain. The con- 
clusion of the agreement between a number 
of countries for non-intervention was a con- 
siderable achievement and of. considerable 
importance to the peace of Europe. Like 
every international agreement, it would be 
of no value except the parties to it intended 
to keep it. 

Mr. MULCAHY said that the Minister, 
through Government sources, should have in- 
formation as te what the internal situation 
in Spain was, and surely he had the respon- 
sibility of giving some information to the 
Dail that would either confirm or deny what 
were regarded as authoritative statements 
that had been made. 

The MINISTER said that the question 
had a bearing as to whether there should be 
non-intervention or not, but that point did 
not arise on that estimate. 

The MINISTER added that Deputy O’Sulli- 
van had commented on the absence of the 
President, and had stated that it was due to 
the fact that he had no regard for any dis- 
cussion in the Dail, 

There is no more fanatical democrat in this 
country than the President, said Mr, Lemass. 
Mr, MOLCAHY—With the accent on fana- 
tical. 

Mr. LEMASS said that if the Opposition 
were ever challenged to stop talking non- 
sense they had no greater champion than the 
President to be given the right to speak, 

Professor Q’SULLIVAN—Nonsense. 

In reply to Mr, Coburn, the MINISTER 
said that the contribution would be made 
to the International Committee, and that Com- 
mittee had shown no interest in the comin 
general election in the Free State. The Iris 
Free State had no representatives on the Com- 
mittee, and its Board of Control would 
point its supervisors, determine conditions of 
employment and the rate of remuneration. 
Ten or twelve persons of Irish nationality | 
would be appointed by the Board on the re- 
commendation of the Executive Council. 


RUSSIA AND THE 
AGREEMENT 


Professor O’SULLIVAN asked if the 
Minister had any. information since the con- 
clusion of the non-intervention agreement that 
Russia had broken the spirit of the agree- 
ment. 

The MINISTER said that he was not in

PROFESSOR SYDNEY YOUNG 


The death occurred in a nursing home at 
Bristol, on Thursday last, of Professor 
Sydney Young, M.A., D.Sc., F.R.S., aged 79 
years. 

Professor Young was educated at the Royal 
Institate, Liverpool; Owens College, Man- 
chester, and at Strassburg University. In 
1882 he was appointed Lecturer of Chemistry 
at University College, Bristel, and he was 
Professor of Chemistry there from 1887 to 
1913. In 1893 he became a Fellow of the 
Royal Society. In 1903 he was appointed 
Professor of Chemistry at Trinity College, 


Dublin, and he held the Chair for twenty-five 
eventiul, but happy, years. He was Presi- 
dent of the Royal Iris from 1921 
te 1926, and during these years he did much | 
to ease a difficult period of transition by his 
uiet tact and known moderation. Professor‘ 
‘oung married Grace Martha Kimmins in 
1896, and had two children—twin sons, one 
of whom, Sydney Vernon Young, was killed 
on active service in the Great War. The 
other son, Mr. Charles Edgar Young, is Head- 
master-elect of Rossall School. Professor 
Young was a man of singular candour afd | 
directness, and a lover of truth, both im 
private life and in his career as a scientist 
His friendships were enduring, and he will 
be deeply mourged im Engand and also in:

IS GROUP OF NATIONS 
“ BRITISH?”

! HAT is the Imperial Conference? asked 
W Mr. Donal. O'Sullivan in: the course 
of the first of a seriesof talks on 
that subject from Radio Atdglone last night. 
It was not, he said, as sometimes described, 
the supreme ‘council of the Empire. It was 
hot an executive body and cannot take bind- 
ing decisions. . It is a periodical Conference 
of the Goveraments of the self-governing 
countries forming the British Commonwealth 
of Nations. While it has a non-executive 
character it has all the prestige and possi- 
bilities of a body composed exclusively oi men 
who are in a position to tak2 executive action 
in their respective countries, Hence, any 
decision ‘assented to by the spokesmen of 
(jreat Britain, Canada, Australia, New Zea- 
land or South Africa carries with it the as- 
surance that it will be implemented, uniess, 
of course, there should be a change of Govern- 
ment following a general election. 

Mr. O'Sullivan stated that the Imperial 
Conference. was both the creature and the 
creator of tne “ British Commonwealth of 
Nations,” and proceeded to trace its history 
since the first conference on: the occasion of 
the Queen Victoria Jubilee fifty years ago till 
the first post-war conference in 1925. 

The word “Empire,” he said, is totally 
inappropriate. to the self-governing nations. 
It is inconsistent with the idea of equality, 
and has associations of English ascendancy 
and domination, which are repugnant to the 
rowing nationalism, of eountries like Canada, 
South Africa and Australia:. Moreover, in 
England itself there has been a marked re- 
action against the-word. 


Can .we drop the word. “ Empire“ 


is mo real antithesis, or ultimate distinction, 
between Commonwealth and Empire. 

_ “But what of the term “British?’” he 
continued.“ Shall we say ' BritishoGom- 
mouwealth of Nations,” or ‘ Commonwealth of 
Nations?’ I think that a philosopher who 
was also a logician would advise that the 
word ‘British’ ought to be dropped. So far 
as the self-governing nations are concerned, 
most of them contain a diversity of peoples. 
In Canada there are over three million 
French people, forming twenty-eight per cent. 
of the total population. The people whose 
origin is the British Isles are only fifty-two 
per cent., and 1 should guess that, at least, 
ten per cent. of these are not British, but 
Irish. In Australia eighty-eight per cent. 
of the population origmated in the British 
Isles, but one-third are the deseendants of 
Irish emigrants who left their mative ijagd 
with no love in their hearts for British rule 
or the British name, In South Africa fifty- 
seven per cent. of the white population is of 
Dutch origin, and thirty-four per cent. is of 
mixed British and Ilrish origm.. As ether 
units achieve autonomy, the British character 
of the Commonwealth “will progressively 
diminish.”’ 


IRISHMEN SENTENCED

CONTINUED GROWTH OF 
INFLUENCE 


From Ove CORRESPONDENT. 
DERRY, Friday. 


The public meeting to mark the closing of 
the session of Magee University College, 
Londonderry, was held in the college yesterday, 
when Mr. J. RK. Hastings D.L., Chairman of 
the Board of Trustees, presented the prizes 
won during the year. 

The Rev. Professor George Woodburn, 
M.A., LL.D., President of the Eo said 
that during the year thirty-nine students of 
the college were successful in their final Fresb- 
man examination at Trinity College, and one 
of them, Mr. John Magrath, was awarded the 
First Jellett Prize. In the last seven years 
this prize had been gained by a 
student: of Magee University College 
no less than six times, so that Mr. Magrath 
was carrying on a distinguished tradition. 
Twenty-four students of the College were suc- 
cessful in obtaining their B.A. degree during 
the past year, and of these no less than ten 
gained it with some distinction. — 

It would be observed, he said, that the 
number of students who graduated was less 
than the number of those who passed the 
Final Freshman Examination. That was 
accounted for by the fact that there were 
more students in the College now than there 
were a short time ago, and thus there were 
fewer candidates eligible for the 
Examination in 1936 than for the Final 
Freshman Examination in the same year. 
During the winter session there had been 
founded by Sir Joseph Larmor, F.B.S8., and 
his family a valuable scholarship in com- 
memoration of the tenure in the college for 
many years of the McCrea Professorship in 
Natural Philosophy by his brother, Professor 
Alexander Larmor. Sir Joseph had also 
added an Exhibition, which was to be 
awarded to the student who took the highest 
place in any year at the examination for B.D. 
in Dublin University. They thanked Sir 
Joseph Larmor for his generous and thought- 


ful gift. ste 

He mentioned that within the last few 
weeks the Trustees of the College had 
received a generous uest under the will of 
the late Dr. David Thompson, of Feeny. 
Among other things, a portion of this legacy 
would enable an additional a, to be 
offered in the first year, which would be open 
under certain conditions to those who 
intended to enter the ministry of the Presby- 
terian Church. This valuable scholarship 
would fitly commemorate in a permanent 
manner the name of the founder, as 1t was to 
be called the Dr. David Thompson Scholar- 
ship. 
hese additions to our endowment funds 
exemplified the process by which the College 
had gradually grown to its present position. 
All sts funds, without exception, were due to 
private benefactions, and it enjoyed the 
unique distinction among university institu- 
tions in Ireland of = been founded and 
maintained in entire independence of any 
assistance from the Government.

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IRISH ART AND 
PATRIOTISM

MR. BEN O’HICKEY’S 
LECTURE 


An attack on “so-called Anglo-Irish litera. 
ture,’ was made by Mr. Ben O’Hickey 
A.LA., in a lecture on “ Art and Patriotism,” 

iven before the Academy of Christian Art at 
2 Upper Mount street, Dublin, on Thursday, 
night. 

Speaking of the material source from which 
the artist drew inspiration and found models 
for pictures or other works of art, he said 
that there was no doubt that the colourful 
attire and extravagant gestures common to 
some of the countries abroad held an allure- 
ment for most artists. Perhaps it was 
natural for some of them to imagine that 
they could do better in their work by treating 
foreign subjects, but to say that Ireland was 
lacking in subject-matter or inspiration was 
a stupid misstatement of fact. Ireland offered 
more opportunities to landscape painters than 
any other country in Europe. 

Mr. O’Hickey spoke then of a group of 
writers which, he said, had “jumped inte 
existence during the last fifteen years, and 
who dignified themselves with the title of 
the new school of Anglo-Irish writers. Such 
writers were, he said, a menace—not a greas 
one, perhaps—to the progress and establishes 
ment of a national art and culture. They 
were a menace because they were recognised 
abroad and by a percentage of the population 
in this country as leaders and disciples 
of trish culture. The necessary quali« 
fications for enrolment im this high-brow 
and select group were: a tendency to 
belittle and defame one’s own countrymen; to 
scoff at national ideals and morality, and to 
imagine that nothing was worth reading uns 
leas 1t had been written by oneself. Those 
qualifications, in addition to what the Ameri« 
cans called ' Hard neck ” would secure anys 
one admission to the select circle. 

He challenged anyone to deny that there 
was more literary merit, more hí aan interest 
and more attractive quality about one solita 
page of either Kickham’s “ Knocknagow,” 
Canon Sheehan’s “‘Graves of Kilmorna,’’ or 
Bulfin’s “ Rambles in Erin,” than they could 
find in a whole library of works of those self- 
esteemed writers of the new cultural standard. 

Having quoted an article which, he said, 
was written by Frank O'Connor, he added¢ 
“I, too, would like to see Ireland swamped 
with culture, but not the culture of O'Connor 
and his associates.”’ He wanted to see Ire- 
land swamped with the culture of Pearse, 
Plunkett. McDonagh, Kent and others, 
patriots, idealists and artists, whose works 
would be cherished centuries after the egotis- 
tical scribblers of the present Anglo-Irish 
fraternity amd their efforts had been buried 
in oblivion. 

A statue of Pearse with the concluding lines 
of his immortal oration at Rossa’s graveside 
on the pedestal would be, he said, a far more 
rag sag gift to the Executive Council of 
the Free State than the statue of Lincoln.
